I appeal to you, now that the war is over, to act ia 


such-a way as will help release all those" men and women 
who have been Imprisoned under laws passed as emer- 
gency measures because of the war; of all those who, 
under pre-war conditions,-would not have been indicted. 


My reasons for' believing such a cause desirable 


are: 


1. To maintain that measure of political democ- 


racy gained throughout our history and incorporated in 
our Constitution—the rights of free speech and press 
in the advocacy of unpopular and perhaps wrong opin- 
ions, the principle of the inviolability of the individual 
conscience, the maintenance of a stimulating right of 
a minority to criticise freely the majority. . 


2. Through the liberation' of these prisoners to 


indicate to the rapidly increasing number of democrats 
and liberals in Europe that the United States is in line 
with recent social and political developments in the 
world, and consequently that we deserve, the good will 
of the deeply -progressive forces of the old world, and 


3. To show to our own people that these men and 


women were not put in jail for reasons based on polit- 
ical or industrial advantage of any group or groups, but 
solely as a practical act in an emergency, and when 
that emergency has passed, the government is flexible 
and wise enough to recognize the right of those con- 
scientious objectors &j^their opinions and expression 
of them—and to show the belief that to express un- 
popular opinions, right or wrong, is under ordinary cir- 
cumstances a good rather than, a bad thing for any 
community capable of progress. 


•To hold men and women in jail under a law that is 


about to lapse, has no longer the object for which it 
was enacted, is at best a pedantic interpretation of the 
nature of law, and at the worst a lack of sensibility to 
what is best in our fundamental customs and Constitu- 
tion, and to our human feelings.

In July 1918 certain demands were made .upon this Company (as well as other industrial plants) by union employees. A general strike 


was threatened unless the demands were complied with. The demands came at a time when uninterrupted industrial activity was being.urged 
„. 


by the Government as essential to the prosecution of the war. To prevent the diminished production which would have resulted from the 
strike, this Company, in common with others, submitted the controversy to the National War Labor Board. That Board .was created for the 
period of the war, and for the purpose of bringing about a settlement of controversies which might detrimentally affect war production. The • 
agreement under which the controversy was submitted to the Board provided that "this is agreed upon in order that maximum production 
will continue and the Government will not.be embarrassed or handicapped in the successful prosecution of the war." The Board having been 
created to promote war-time production, and the submission having been made upon this basis, it was expected that the decision would be 
made during and with, reference to war-time conditions. The decision was, however, delayed until February 18,1919, more than three months 
after the armistice. Th&was no doubt unavoidable. But meanwhile the Company had passed from a condition of stimulated war production 
to a condition of kpidl^fiminishing production demand. It was, however, exercising every effort to keep.its men employed and, m order to 
do so, was storing its product for future sale.

The submission was a war-time submission, (The business of the Company had been built upon a system of compensation that put a 


premium upon continuity of service and efficiency, and under which (until the union demands of July, 1918) labor troubles had been practically 
unknown' The award wholly changed this system.) The award came at the time of business reaction, uncertainty and cancellation of or- 
ders which followed the war. The regulations of the War Labor Board ;made expres,vProvjsion for the filing of a motion for a renearmg. 
Within the thirty days allowed for that purpose.the Company, acting within the rules of the Board, filed such a motion. 


While the application for a rehearing was still pending and undecided, a union committee presented certain donands to the manage- 


ment' These demands involved substantially the same classification of employees and minimum wage schedule, that had been embo^ed m 
their original demand and which had been repudiated byihe award of the War Labor Board. It was admitted by the committee that the de- 
mands emanated from local union headquarters. 
It is obvious that, they did not come from theem?loyeesasa whole because more than a ma- 


lority of those on hourly rate had accepted a new plan, which the Company, with the sanction of a representative of the War Labor Board, had 
previously submitted to its employees in open meeting. The Company has always maintained^ open shop. The principles °^e^r Labor 
. 


Board expressly recognizes its right to do so. The Company refused to recognize the union demand and less'than half its men walked out 
This was done while the Company's application for a rehearing was still pending. It was done, as the Company is informed, contrary to ex- 
press request of the War Labor Board.

The men who remained were subjected to coercion, intimidation and, in many cases, physical violence 
So aggravated did this become 


that, for their own safety, they requested the management that the shops close. This request was promptly complied with and the shops

from a military standpoint, oy the 
Siberian forces and it now is help- 
less in the north.
